Miss  Leishman  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Burgh  of  Paisley  for  the  year  1957. 

In  it  will  be  found  the  indices  by  which  the  health  of  the  community  is 
judged.  The  general  death  rate  was  the  same  as  for  1956  but  with  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  29  per.  1,000  births  we  had  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Burgh.  Also,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  this  was  the  first  year  on  record  in 
which  no  deaths  occurred  in  childbirth  or  from  conditions  associated  with  pregnancy 

The  Report  also  contains  the  figures  which  show  the  extent  of  the  care  and 
help  which  is  given  in  the  town  and  the  expansion  which  is  talcing  place  in  the 
clinic  and  domiciliary  services.  There  is  no  doubt  that  such  domiciliary  services 
as  Home  Help,  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  are  aiding  the  hospital  and  general 
medical  practitioner  services  to  a considerable  extent  and  will  continue  to  expand. 
It  is  not  possible  to  state  in  figures  the  extent  of  the  help  which  is  given  by  the 
local  health  authority  services  in  saving  hospital  beds  but  a high  degree  of 
co-operation  exists  and  must  and  will  continue  so  that  the  best  possible  use  is 
made  of  the  whole  health  service  which  is  provided. 

During  the  year  two  subjects  were  referred  to  the  Town  Council  for  their 
special  consideration.  These  were  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home  and  the 
publicising  of  the  relationship  between  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung.  With 
regard  to  the  former  it  was  decided  to  set  up  a Home  Safety  Committee  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  various  interested  bodies  in  the  town  but  with  the  latter 
no  large  scale  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  Both  these  subjects  call  for  wide 
and  intensive  publicity  and  should  be  pursued,  but  the  involvement  of  the  local 
health  authority  in  the  planning  of  a large  x-ray  campaign  scheduled  for  Mayjune 
1958  prevented  intensive  specific  action  in  1957. 

In  presenting  this  Report  I again  acknowledge  the  work  of  many  people  - among 
them  the  Town  Council  and  especially  the  Convener  and  Depute  Convener  of  the  Health 
Committee,  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation,  the  general 
medical  practitioners  and  all  those  working  for,  and  in,  the  Executive  Council  and 


the  Boards  of  Management  of  the  Hospitals  - and  would  ask  them  to  accept  my 
sincere  thanks  for  their  ever  ready  help  and  advice. 

As  for  my  own  Staff,  I present  this  Report  as  a record  and  assessment  of  their 
work  and  acknowledge  most  sincerely  their  great  help  to  me.

DEATHS 

General  - 

There  were  1,163  deaths  (618  males  and  545  females)  from  all  causes 
during  1957  compared  with  1,160  deaths  (570  males  and  590  females)  in  1956. 
The  death  rate  for  1957  was  12.-1  per  1,000  of  population.  The  death  rate  in 
1957  for  the  Large  Burghs  was  11.3  and  for  all  Scotland  11.9.

Maternal  - 

In  Paisley  in  1957  there  were  no  deaths  from  causes  related  to  pregnancy 
and  childbirth.  In  1956  there  were  two  deaths  giving  a maternal  mortality 
rate  of  1.04  per  1,000  total  births. 


Infant 


During  1957  there  were  fifty  five  deaths  among  children  under  1 year  of 
age  as  compared  with  fifty  nine  deaths  in  1956.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  year  was  29  per  1,000  live  births  and  compares  with  the  rate  of  29  for 
Scotland,  as  a whole,  and  30  for  the  Large  Burghs  during  the  same  period. 
This  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  for  the  Burgh. 
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CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


GENERAL  - 


During  1957,  1,896  cases  of  infectious  disease  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  This  was  an  increase  of  582  on  the  1956  figure  of  1,314. 

Such  cases  become  known  through  statutory  notification  by  general  medical 
practitioners  and  hospital  medical  officers  and  by  information  supplied  by  schools 
and  health  visitors.

It  must  be  emphasised  that,  despite  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
vast  field  of  infectious  diseases,  there  still  remains  the  great  need  for  early 
ascertainment  and  the  initiation  of  preventive  action  in  those  cases  which  do 
occur  and  that  the  statutory  obligation  to  notify  ‘forthwith  on  becoming  aware'  is 
as  necessary  to-day  as  ever  it  has  been. 


The  most  outstanding  happening  in  the  field  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  was  the  outbreak  of  influenza  which  occurred  towards  the  end  of  September  and 
continued  in  October. 

The  outbreak  was  part  of  the  influenza  pandemic  which  started  in  the  North  of 
China  in  the  beginring  of  the  Spring  of  1957  and  penetrated  into  the  interior. 
About  the  middle  of  April  cases  were  appearing  in  Hong  Kong  and  on  4th  May  an 
extensive  outbreak  was  reported  from  Singapore.  From  Hong  Kong  the  influenza  was 
transferred  to  Japan  by  the  arrival  of  a United  States  aircraft  carrier  there  on 
25th  April  and  at  this  time  after  analysis  of  strains  of  the  virus  it  was  reported 
that  ‘these  strains  were  antigenical ly  different  from  other  influenza  dA‘  viruses 
and  that  no  detectable  antibodies  against  the  new  virus  were  found  in  personnel 
selected  at  random!.  During  May  the  influenza  spread  to  involve  Manila  and  Taipeh 
in  the  Western  Pacific  and  the  shores  of  Australia  at  Cairns,  Queensland  arid 
Melbourne  in  Victoria.  Coincidentally  with  this  the  epidemic  spread  rapidly  to  the 
shores  of  West  Indies,  Indo-China  and  India  and  by  June  it  had  come  by  sea  from 
Tokyo  to  the  PLillipines  and  from  Hawaii  to  California,  from  Indonesia  to  Holland 
and  from  Holland  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  from  Iridia  to  Persia  and  Aden.  On  the 
Continent  influenza  spread  rapidly  in  the  Netherlands  and  an  epidemic  was  reported 
from  Czechoslovakia.  By  July  it  had  spread  from  the  Red  Sea  into  Syria,  Lebanon, 
Jordan  and  Egypt  and  was  appearing  in  East  Africa  and  South  Africa,  It  was  also 
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spreading  across  America  both  North  and  South  and  by  August  the  epidemic  was 
world  wide* 

One  of  the  stril'ing  features  of  the  spread  of  the  pandemic  was  the  importance 
of  the  sea  route.  The  progress  of  the  spread  of  this  pandemic  was  watched  in  this 
country  very  carefully  and  in  June  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Department 
of  Health  drew  attention  to  the  characteristics  of  the  virus  and  the  need  to 
maintain  careful  watch  for  the  first  signs  of  its  presence  in  Scotland. 

In  Paisley  it  was  on  Saturday,  21st  September,  that  it  became  evident  that 
increased  calls  were  being  made  on  general  medical  practitioners  to  treat  an 
influenzal  type  of  illness.  In  conversation  with  the  general  practitioners  it  was 
discovered  that  the  signs  and  symptoms  were  fever,  headache,  pains  in  joints, 
limbs  and  back  and  general  malaise,  With  children,  but  not  so  evident  in  adults, 
there  was  sickness  and  actual  vomiting.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  illness 
lasted  2-3  days  with  some  disability  up  to  7 days,  but  many  were  fit  and  returning 
to  work  after  4 days  absence. 

In  the  early  stages  it  was  difficult  to  get  figures  to  state  the  true  position. 
Family  doctors  were  dealing  with  visiting  lists  and  surgeries  3-4  times  the  normal 
size  and  were  working  very  long  hours.  At  the  end  of  the  week  however  the  position 
in  schools,  in  the  main  factories  and  at  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  Office,  showed  that  there  had  been  a considerable  increase  in  illness  in 
the  town  during  the  week  ending  28th  September,  Some  6,000  children  were  absent 
from  school  representing  33  l/3rd%  of  the  total  school  population  of  18,000  and  at 
that  time  of  year  only  10%  were  normally  absent.  In  Anchor  and  Ferguslie  Mills 
which  employed  some  8,000  people  the  absence  rate  was  around  15%  and  the  normal 
figure  for  absence  was  8%,  The  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  new 
claims  for  benefit  were  seven  times  the  normal  and  according  to  the  Manager  of  the 
Exchange  the  great  majority  of  these  new  claims  affected  young  people, 

Over  the  week  end  28th/29th  September  there  was  a further  increase  in  sickness 
but  during  the  rest  of  the  week  there  was  not  the  great  increase  there  had  been  in 
the  previous  week  so  that  on  Friday  4th  October  the  position  was  as  follows:-- 

(a)  School  absentees  numbered  8,000; 

(b)  Mill  absentees  had  risen  to  around  23%; 

(c)  New  claims  for  benefit  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 

Insurance  were  about  ten  times  the  normal  for  that  time  of 
year. 

Coincidental  with  this  outbreak  of  influenzal  type  of  illness  there  was  also 
an  increase  in  the  notifications  of  pneumonia  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  the 
number  over  the  period  being  seventy  six. 

During  the  week  beginning  Sunday  6th  October  there  was  evidence  of  a decrease 
in  the  incidence  of  the  illness,  School  attendance  figures  for  Monday,  7th  October 
showed  that  2,200  had  returned  to  school  and  at  the  Mills  the  figures  for  the  same 
date  showed  a return  of  4%,  Family  doctors  also  reported  that  there  was  a reduction 
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in  their  visiting  lists. 

Over  the  next  two  weeks  the  numbers  kept  declining  and  by  Monday  21st  October 
conditions  had  returned  to  near  normal , 

SPECIFIC  DISEASES  - 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  1957  compared  with  two 
cases  in  1956.  There  were  no  deaths, 

DIPHTHERIA  - 

For  the  fourth  calendar  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  this  disease 
were  confirmed  within  the  Burgh.  The  trend  of  this  disease  is  fully 
analysed  in  another  section  of  this  Report  which  deals  with  3Vaccination 
and  Immunisation  . 

DYSENTERY  - 

In  1957  there  were  sixty  five  notifications  of  this  disease,  as 
compared  with  eighty  three  notifications  during  1956, 

This  further  slight  decrease  in  incidence  does  not  in  any  way 
indicate  that  the  disease  is  being  overcome.  There  is  still  no  doubt 
that  dysentery  is  now  endemic  in  this  country  and  unless  everyone  is 
prepared  to  practise  the  simple  and  elementary  rules  of  personal 
hygiene  epidemics  will  occur.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  reiterate 
one  method  of  control  which  at  present  is  feasible  and  which  devolves  on 
every  member  of  the  community.  It  is  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  hands  at 
all  reasonable  times  and  particularly  before  handling  food  and  preparing 
or  partaking  of  meals,  If  this  basic  fact  in  the  prevention  of  bowel 
infection  was  grasped  by  all  and  practised,  there  would  be  a striking 
fall  in  the  incidence  of  such  diseases. 

There  was  one  death  from  dysentery  during  the  year, 

ERYSIPELAS- 

There  were  four  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  year 
compared  with  six  in  1956,  There  were  no  deaths, 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM  = 

This  condition  is  defined  as  a purulent  discharge  from  the  eyes 
commencing  within  twenty  one  days  from  the  day  of  birth  . This  condition 
was  responsible  in  the  past  for  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  of 
blindness  which  occurred  but  the  incidence  has  decreased  due  to  the 
greater  care  exercised  by  doctors  and  midwives  at  the  time  when  an 
infant  is  born  and  to  the  more  effective  antenatal  care  and  treatment  of 
venereal  disease  in  the  mother  before  confinement  and  of  infection  cf 
the  eye  of  the  baby. 
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Nine  cases  of  ophthalmia  were  notified  in  1957  compared  with  nineteen 
cases  in  1956.  There  were  no  notifications  of  blindness  due  to  this 
condition, 

PNEUMONIA  - ACUTE  PRIMARY  - 

During  the  year  309  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  as  against 
258  cases  notified  in  1956.  There  were  thirty  four  deaths  during  the  year 
as  against  twenty  nine  deaths  in  1956. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PYREXIA  - 

During  1957  there  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever  but  five  cases  of 
pyrexia  were  notified  as  against  one  case  of  pyrexia  in  the  previous  year. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

POLIOMYELITIS  - 

During  the  year  there  were  eleven  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  The 
subject  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  reported  in  the  section 
"Vaccination  and  Immunisation’. 

SCARLET  FEVER  - 

The  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  year  were  sixty  four 
compared  with  149  notifications  in  1956.  There  were  no  deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ~ 

Of  the  respiratory  type  of  this  disease  107  cases  were  notified  and 
confirmed  during  1957  compared  with  ninety  seven  cases  in  1956.  There  were 
twenty  three  deaths  during  the  year  which  figure  compares  with  twenty  nine 
deaths  the  previous  year. 

There  were  six  notifications,  as  compared  with  ten  in  1956,  of  the 
non- respiratory  type  of  the  disease,  and  one  death. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  is  fully  analysed  in  Tables  5,  6,  7 
and  8 of  the  Statistical  Appendix  to  this  Report  and  the  subject  of 
Tuberculosis  is  commented  upon  more  fully  in  the  subsequent  return  which 
deals  with  "Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care’, 

TYPHOID  AND  PARATYPHOID  FEVER  - 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 

WHOOPING  COUGH  - 

During  1957,  eighty  seven  cases  were  notified  as  against  166  cases 
notified  in  1956,  There  were  no  deaths. 

FOOD  POISONING  - 

This  disease  became  notifiable  on  1st  August  1956  but  no  notification 
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of  individual  cases  or  outbreaks  was  made  in  1957. 

It  is  of  interest  to  report  an  outbreak  of  illness  under  this 
heading. 

On  Monday,  1st  April,  1957,  a report  was  received  in  the  Public 
Health  Department,  through  the  County  of  Renfrew  Health  Department, 
through  the  Supervisor  of  the  School  Meals  Service,  that  there  had  been 
an  outbreak  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  in  St,  James'  School,  Paisley,  on 
the  afternoon  of  Friday,  29th  March,  ( i . e „ three  days  before  the 
information  was  received)  and  affecting  pupils,  teachers  and  meal 
attendants  who  had  partaken  of  the  mid-day  meal  supplied  from  the 
North  Kitchen, 

Investigation  revealed  that  a similar  meal  had  been  supplied  to 
St,  Margaret's,  St,  Mirin'*  s and  St.  Catherine's  Annexe  Schools  from  the 
Kitchen  and  enquiry  at  those  schools  revealed  that  a similar  illness  had 
occurred  although  affecting  fewer  than  at  St,  James1', 

Dy  the  time  enquiry  commenced  on  1st  April  the  majority  of  those 
affected  had  returned  to  school  and  the  general  picture  was  one  of  a 
fairly  sharp  illness,  the  first  symptom  of  which  was  nausea  followed  by 
vomiting  coming  on  two/three  hours  after  the  mid-day  meal  and  followed, 
during  the  early  evening  and  Friday  night  by  diarrhoea.  The  actual 
symptoms  continued  for  about  24  hours  and  in  the  adults  was  followed  by 
prostration  and  weakness.  One  case  (a  female  meal  attendant)  was 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Infirmary  on  Friday  night  as  a ?Coronary 
Thrombosis  and  when  the  Infirmary  was  contacted  on  the  Monday  the 
diagnosis  had  been  changed  to  cholecystitis.

During  the  1st  April,  investigation  was  concentrated  on  the  Kitchen 
where  the  meal  was  prepared  and  the  following  facts  were  elicited 

Being  a Friday  a non  meat  meal  was  prepared  for  the  PC  Schools 
and  consisted  of 

Egg  Salad,  i.e.,  chopped  hard  boiled  eggs  in  margarine 
Tomatoes;  Tinned  Peas;  Mashed  potatoes 

Steamed  Ginger  Pudding  with  hot  custard 

Protestant  schools  were  also  served  from  this  Kitchen  and  they  had 
a similar  meal  with  the  exception  of  the  egg  salad  in  place  of  which 
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they  had  boiled  ganmon. 

Suspicion  therefore  fell  on  the  egg  salad  as  no  illness  had 
occurred  in  the  Protestant  Schools,  and  questioning  at  the  Schools 
affected  revealed  that  those  who  had  not  eaten  the  egg  portion  of  the 
meal  were  unaffected, 

The  egg  salad  was  prepared  as  follows: - 

On  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  28th  March,  the  eggs  were  made  hard 
by  steaming.  They  were  then  shelled  by  five  members  of  the  kitchen  staff 
by  hand  and  placed  in  basins  lined  with  cloths.  When  the  job  was 
completed  they  were  placed  in  the  refrigerator.  The  next  day,  Friday. 
29th  March,  the  shelled  eggs  were  ladled  into  the  container  of  a Hobart 
Mixer  and  chopped  and  mixed  with  margarine.  This  mixture  was  then 
spooned  into  metal  trays  and  covered  with  a metal  lid.  In  this  way  they 
were  transported  to  the  Schools,  The  tomatoes  were  transported 
separately  after  wiping  with  a wet  cloth  and  the  peas  were  also  unmixed. 
None  of  the  tins  from  which  the  peas  came  were  suspect.  Unfortunately 
there  was  no  sample  of  the  meal  available  for  examination. 

The  five  members  of  the  Kitchen  Staff  were  closely  examined  and 
throat  and  nose  swabs  taken. 

No  positive  conclusions  were  reached  in  this  outbreak  because  of 
the  delay  in  notification.  The  following  points  are  however  of  importance 
and  interest, 

1.  What  appeared  in  retrospect  to  have  been  a fairly  sharp  illness 
(probably  staphylococcal  in  origin!  was  only  commented  upon  by  a member 
of  school  staff  fortuitously.  There  was  no  move  on  the  part  of  the 
schools  to  notify, 

2,  Although  there  was  a history  of  family  doctors  being  consulted 
there  was  not  one  notification  to  the  Public  Health  Department  from 
that  source, 

3.  The  time  lag  made  it  difficult  to  get  a clear  picture,  particularly 
from  the  pupils,  and  of  course  the  recovery  of  material  was  impossible 

4,  The  egg  portion  of  the  salad  appeared  to  be  the  vehicle  of 
infection  and  no  doubt  the  handling  during  shelling  with  subsequent 
slow  cooling  was  the  basis  of  the  outbreak, 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  - 

The  investigation  and  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  carried  out  at 
the  Special  Treatment  Centre,  Royal  Alexandra  Infirmary  Annexe,  Their 
incidence  during  1957  can  be  gauged  from  an  analysis  of  the  new  cases 
coming  to  the  centre  during  the  year  and  this  is  done  in  Table  9 of  the 
Statistical  Appendix,

In  all,  these  ante-natal  clinics  were  attended  by  1,307  expectant  mothers  and 
the  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  them  was  7,915.  The  number  of  post-natal 
mothers  who  attended  for  check-up  following  confinement  was  381. 

Over  the  years  since  1948  it  has  become  apparent  that  these  ante-natal 
clinics  are  used,  in  the  main,  by  patients  who  will  be  confined  in  Hospital.  Where 
confinement  is  to  be  in  the  patient's  home,  ante-natal  care  is  carried  out  by  the 
family  doctor  in  conjunction  with  the  midwives  in  the  Authority’s  domiciliary 
midwifery  service.  Where  confinement  is  to  be  in  a private  nursing  home  this  work 
is  done  by  the  family  doctor  or  private  specialist. 

In  last  year's  Report  reference  was  made  to  consultations  held  between 
general  practitioners,  hospital  staff  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  regarding 
integration  of  the  services  available  for  the  expectant  mother  and  the  scheme  set 
forth  in  that  Report  was  implemented  during  1957. 

Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  mothercraft  facilities  available  at  the 
Russell  Institute  and  the  accommodation  adapted  for  this  purpose  is  proving 
its  worth. 

The  necessity  of  extending  the  Clinic  facilities  into  the  new  housing  areas 
of  the  town  has  always  been  a matter  of  great  interest  to  the  Town  Council.  Every 
opportunity  has  been  taken  in  the  post-war  years  to  do  this  by  using  existing 
accommodation  such  as  church  halls.  During  1957  however  it  was  considered  necessary 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  Service  to  contemplate  new  Clinic  premises  at  Sandyford, 
Ferguslie  Park,  Glenburn  and  Foxbar,  These  ideas  were  placed  before  the  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  final  step  had  been  taken.

ANCILLARY  SERVICES  - 

The  Town  Council  continued  during  1957  to  provide  certain  Specialised 
Services  in  conjunction  with  its  ante- natal,  post-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

There  was  one  Dental  Clinic  a week  at  which  examinations  and  conservative 
treatment  were  carried  out  by  dentists  employed  by  Renfrew  County  Education 
Committee  in  their  School  Dental  Service. 

In  all  337  persons,  331  adults  and  six  children  were  examined  and  of  these 
twenty  two  adults  and  six  children  were  treated  by  the  dental  officers.  Under  the 
Scheme  introduced  in  1953  to  provide  a service  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
seventy  two  expectant  and  259  nursing  mothers  were  provided  with  dentures  free 
of  charge  by  general  practitioner  dentists.  This  was  the  fourth  full  year  the 
Scheme  was  in  operation  and  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  has  increased  month 
by  month. 


The  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  has  continued  in  operation  every  weekday  and 
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apart  from  dealing  with  children  from  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  has  also  dealt 
with  cases  from  the  Tuberculosis  Physicians  and  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

The  details  of  the  work  undertaken  at  these  Special  Clinics  is  given  in 
Table  13  of  the  Statistical  Appendix, 

In  addition  to  these  Specialised  Clinics  the  Local  Health  Authority  continued 
to  implement  their  scheme  for  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children  by  supplying 
maternity  outfits  free  of  charge  to  all  expectant  mothers  who  were  confined  in  their 
own  homes  and  layettes  for  necessitous  and  exceptional  cases.  During  1957- 
769  maternity  outfits  and  ten  layettes  were  supplied. 


WELFAFE  FOODS 

This  was  the  third  full  calendar  year  during  which  the  Local  Health  Authority 
was  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  (.National  Dried  Milk,  Orange 
Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Vitamins  A and  D Tablets),  The  Distribution  Centre  is  at 
11  Maxwell  Street. 

To  deal  with  the  distribution,  a staff  of  three,,  two  full  time  and  one  part 
time,  was  employed  and  administration  of  the  Service  has  been  absorbed  into  the 
general  administrative  framework  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 

The  Paisley  Centre  is  a busy  one  and  the  turnover  of  Welfare  Foods  considerable. 
On  an  average  the  following  quantities  of  food  are  distributed  each  week.

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY 

During  1957  the  Town  Council  continued  to  provide  a domiciliary  midwifery 
service,  and  the  efficient  service  which  the  midwives  have  given  to  the  community 
must  be  acknowledged  and  commended.  It  has  however  been  another  difficult  year  for 
the  Service  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a heavy  load  is  being  placed  on  these 
conscientious,  hard  working  women,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  no  quick  and  easy 
solution  to  the  problem  is  to  hand. 

From  1948  to  1955  this  Service  dealt  annually  with  about  30%  of  Paisley's 
births  but  during  1956,  because  of  staffing  and  accommodation  problems  in  the 
maternity  hospitals  more  domiciliary  confinements  (40%)  had  to  be  undertaken  and 
because  of  earl ier  discharge  of  cases  from  hospital  to  release  beds  for  confinements, 
more  immediate  post-natal  visits  had  to  be  made.  During  1957  this  position 
improved  slightly  and  in  fact  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  conducted  35.5% 
of  the  confinements.  This  work  was  undertaken  by  nine  to  ten  midwives  working  under 
the  non  medical  supervisor,  but  again  staffing  difficulties  continued,  and  because 
of  the  number  of  staff  varying  from  time  to  time  the  case  load  per  midwife  for  the 
year  remained  high  at  seventy. 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  the  problem  of  keeping  this  Service  adequately 
staffed  and  it  was  emphasised  that  domiciliary  midwifery  calls  for  a high  sense  of 
duty  and  is  most  responsible  work.  The  service  must  be  maintained  as  it  is  an 
integral  part  of  our  work  for  the  proper  care  and  safe  confinement  of  expectant 
mothers.  To  maintain  it  recruitment  must  be  steady  but  this  will  not  be  so  until 
case  loads  are  reduced  and  remuneration  is  realistically  equated  to  the  work  and 
responsibilities  of  their  counterparts  who  work  in  hospitals. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  giving  of  analgesics  and  within  the  Service 
four  sets  of  gas  and  air  apparatus  are  available.  Instruction  has  been  given  in 
the  use  of  Trilene  but  the  method  has  not  been  adopted  as  yet  but  will  be 
considered  when  repl acement  of  the  present  adequate  gas  and  air  apparatus 
is  necessary. 

Details  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  during 
1957  and  an  analysis  of  the  births  occurring  within  the  Burgh  during  the  year  are 
contained  in  Tables  16  and  17  of  the  Statistical  Appendix, 


HEALTH  VISITING 


At  the  end  of  1957,  fifteen  Health  Visitors  were  employed  full-time  in  this 
Service  and  in  the  main  they  devoted  their  time  to  maternal  and  child  welfare. 
This  number  was  one  short  of  the  authorised  establishment  of  sixteen.  Recruitment 
of  nurses  possessing  the  Health  Visitors1  Certificate  to  this  Service  is  most 
difficult  but  in  1957  two  temporary  Health  Visitors  obtained  the  Certificates.  With 
this  basic  difficulty  it  is  almost  impossible  to  widen  the  field  of  Health  Visiting 
to  cover  adequately  the  visitation  of  the  elderly  and  other  groups,  but  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  allow  Health  Visitors  to  visit  tuberculous  persons  who  are 
resident  in  their  areas  and  also  certain  old  people  and  exceptional  cases  who  are 
considered  to  be  in  need  of  special  care  and  attention, 

During  1957  one  Health  Visitor  continued  full  time  on  the  duties  of 
Tuberculosis  Health  visiting  and  the  liaison  which  she  has  now  established  with 
the  Chest  Department  of  the  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  proved  very  much 
worth  while,  This  aspect  of  the  work  is  discussed  more  fully  in  the  later  section 
of  this  Report  dealing  with  Tuberculosis, 

Table  18  of  the  Statistical  Appendix  gives  details  of  the  visits  paid  by  the 
Health  Visitors  during  1957  to  various  groups  of  the  community.  In  presenting 
these  figures  I must  again  say  that  while  they  indicate  to  some  extent  the  amount 
of  work  undertaken  they  can  never  reflect  the  constant  care  which  is  taken  with  one 
family,  or  the  valuable  advice  which  is  given  perhaps  only  on  one  occasion,  but 
at  the  moment  when  it  is  most  needed  to  another  family. 

It  was  on  1st  December  1954  that  Circular  No, 77/1954  on  the  subject  of  the 
prevention  of  break  up  of  families  was  sent  out  to  Local  Health  Authorities,  and 
reference  should  be  made  to  it  in  this  section  as  the  position  of  the  Health 
Visitor  appears  to  be  basic  in  the  early  detection  of  probable  break-up  of 
families.  It  has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  appoint  a special  Health  Visitor 
for  problem  families  but  rather  to  allow  the  district  Health  Visitor  to  dea. 
with  her  own  area  and  to  report  such  cases  to  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
for  Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  who,  by  contact  with  other  social  workers  and 
seeking  their  aid  attempts  to  prevent  ’break-up.  During  1956  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  after  consultations  between  its  Health  and  Children  s Departments 
decided  to  amend  its  proposals  under  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act  1947  by  the  following  paragraph:- 

Realising  the  need  for  the  teaching  of  mothercraft  in  relation  to 
ante  natal  care  and  subsequently,  the  Local  Health  Authority  will  set  up 
mothercraft  teaching  centres  in  connection  with  their  main  clinics  and  where 
necessary  and  particularly  where  such  training  is  deemed  necessary  to  prevent 
the  break  up  of  families,  make  use  of  and  contribute  to  the  cost  of  food 
etc,  in  such  Residential  Mothercraft  Centres  as  are  available  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  , 

One  mother  and  her  children  were  admitted  to  St,  Mary’s  Mothercraft  Training 
Home  Dundee  during  1956  and  continued  in  training  under  this  scheme  during  the 
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year\  It  is  most  encouraging  to  be  abie  to  report  that  as  a result  of  the  training 
and  the  new  outlook  created  by  it  the  family  have  been  reunited  with  their  father 
and  after  a year  together  in  their  own  home  are  now  living  a happy  normal  family 
life  The  work  done  bv  the  Children  Officer  and  the  lousing  "anagement  Committee 
for  this  case  must  be  acknowledged. 
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HOME  NURSING 


During  1957  the  Town  Council  continued  to  administer  this  Service  which  they 
took  over  from  the  local  Nursing  Association  in  1952,  The  District  Nurses  employed 
have  continued  to  give  excellent  and  beneficial  service  to  the  community.  There 
were  slight  changes  in  the  establishment  during  the  year  and  at  31st  December, 
seven  full  time  and  three  part  time  nurses  were  employed  under  the  supervision  of 
a Superintendent  Nursing  Officer, 

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  were  referred  to 
the  Service  by  general  medical  practitioners,  and  the  variety  of  cases  coming 
under  care  are  broadly  classified  in  the  following  table.

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DOMESTIC  HELP 

After  examining  the  details  of  the  cases  dealt  with  by  this  Service  during 
1957  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  contributes  materially  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  citizens  and  is  fulfilling  a most  useful  purpose. 

The  types  of  cases  dealt  with  remained  as  in  previous  years,  namely,  General 
Illness,  Maternity,  Tuberculosis  and  Aged  and  Infirm,  but  more  and  more  work 
continued  to  be  undertaken. 

The  figures  showing  this  work  are  contained  in  Table  20  of  the  Statistical 
Appendix  to  this  Report. 

Briefly  these  figures  illustrate  the  following  points: - 

1.  That,  on  an  average  110  cases  were  cared  for  each  month  throughout  the 
year  - twenty  cases  receiving  full-time  help,  ninety  receiving  part-time 
help. 

2.  That  the  percentages  which  the  various  categories  were  of  the  new  cases 
dealt  with  during  this  year  and  necessitating  full-time  help  in  123  of  the 
cases  and  part-time  help  in  244  of  the  cases  were  as  follows: -

3.  That  of  the  123  new  full-time  cases  in  the  year,  sixteen  or  13.0%  paid  the 
full  cost  of  the  service  and  of  the  244  new  part-time  cases,  thirty  six  or 
14.7%  paid  the  full  cost  of  the  service  to  them.  The  other  cases  paid  for 
the  service  according  to  the  assessment  made  on  their  income. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

During  1957.  1,577  vaccinations,  875  primary  and  702  re  vaccinations  were 
notified  as  having  been  carried  out  within  the  Burgh,  In  this  number  were  646 
infant  vaccinations  giving  a percentage  of  34%  of  infants  vaccinated. 

During  1955  consideration  was  given  to  DBS.  Circular  No. 50/1955  and  the 
position  in  Paisley  regarding  vaccination  against  smallpox  was  reviewed.  The 
following  points  summarised  the  findings  which,  in  view  of  the  very  small  increase 
in  infant  vaccinations  during  1957.  are  worth  reiterating, 

1.  Prior  to  1948,  when  vaccination  was  governed  by  the  Vaccination  Acts  the 
percentage  of  infants  vaccinated  in  any  one  year  was  60%  to  70%.  In  these 
Acts,  vaccination  was  a compulsory  procedure  except  on  grounds  of 
conscientious  objection  to  it. 

2.  In  1948  the  Vaccination  Acts  were  repealed  and  the  procedure  became 
voluntary.  There  was  an  immediate  decline  and  in  1949  only  19%  of  children 
were  vaccinated  but  this  figure  slowly  increased  and  by  1954  the  figure 
was  32%, 

3.  At  present  the  publicity  given  to  this  procedure  is  mainly  through  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  general  medical  practitioners,  and  the 
agents  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are  mainly  the  Health  Visitors  in 
their  visits  to  the  home  and  on  contacts  made  at  clinics.  At  each  Child 
Welfare  Clinic,  lymph  is  always  available  for  the  carrying  out  of 
vaccination.  In  addition  a specially  prepared  leaflet  on  the  subject  is 
given  by  the  Registrar  to  all  persons  registering  a birth. 

4.  Records  of  all  children  unvaccinated  are  maintained  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  parents  are  visited  repeatedly  by  the  Health  Visitors, 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  vaccination  figures  must  be  improved. 
Smallpox  is  not  the  serious  problem  it  once  was  in  this  country  or  still  is  in 
certain  Asiatic  and  African  areas,  but  that  it  can  be  imported  into  this  country 
and  give  rise  to  much  alarm  and  serious  illness  is  well  known.  Each  year  with  the 
greater  ease  and  speed  of  air  travel  this  aspect  of  the  problem  becomes  more  and 
more  real. 


IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  - 

Each  year  since  1941.  when  immunisation  was  introduced  on  a large  scale  the 
incidence  of  diphtheria  has  decreased  and  this  is  illustrated  by  the  following

The  trend  of  the  incidence  of  this  disease  since  1941.  when  immunisation  was 
started  on  a large  scale,  needs  little  comment,  Suffice  it  to  say  that  there  have 
been  no  deaths  among  immunised  children  since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  and  the 
thirty  seven  deaths  which  have  occurred  have  all  been  children  who  were  not 
adequately  immunised. 

This  is  the  fourth  calendar  year  when  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred 
within  the  Burgh  and  our  total  period  of  freedom  from  the  disease  now  extends  tc 
four  and  a half  years,  the  last  case  having  been  confirmed  in  June,  1953.  Although 
it  has  never  been  held  that  diphtheria  immunisation  will  guarantee  complete 
freedom  from  the  disease,  it  has  been  substantiated  that  it  gives  greater 
protection  from  the  severer  forms  of  the  disease  and  the  disabilities  and  deaths 
resulting  therefrom. 

It  is  imperative  therefore  that  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  have  this 
valuable  procedure  carried  out  on  all  children,  for  as  long  as  an  appreciable 
number  of  children  remain  unimmunised  deaths  will  o<ccur  among  them,  and,  what  is 
just  as  important,  disablement  will  result  from  attacks  of  the  disease  which, 
while  severe,  do  not  result  in  death. 

The  overall  figure  for  children  (15  years  and  under)  immunised  within  the 
Burgh  remains  high  at  77%,  The  figure  for  school  children  is  very  satisfactory  at 
96%.  The  number  of  pre  school  children  immunised  showed  a very  slight  improvement 
during  1957  at  56%,  As  this  is  a vulnerable  group  of  children  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  continue  to  improve  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  that  it  will. 
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There  is  no  reason  except  apathy  to  account  for  the  small  number  of  children  who 
are  immunised  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  I can  only  reiterate  what  I have  said 
in  past  years  and  that  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  reversal  in  the  position  which 
can  easily  take  place  should  too  few  children  be  immunised  and  infection 
become  rife.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


During  1957  the  Town  Council  continued  to  confine  their  work  in  the  main  under 
Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act  1947  to  the  care  of 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  to  certain  preventive  measures  aimed 
against  this  disease. 

Substantial  help  has  been  given  to  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  by 
providing  beds  and  bedding  and  by  granting  a supply  of  milk  when  it  has  been 
certified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  that  it  is  necessary  in  the  proper  treatment 
of  the  case.  During  the  year  sixty  six  cases  were  granted  bed  and  bedding  and 
227  received  milk  supplies. 

As  it  is  within  this  section  of  the  Act  that  the  Town  Council  undertake  their 
share  of  the  care  of  those  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  it  is  right,  that  the  trends 
of  the  disease  and  the  measures  taken  to  combat  it  should  now  be  reviewed. 

The  following  table  illustrates  the  trends  in  the  incidence  of  and  the 
mortality  from  the  disease  during  the  war  years  and  the  post-war  years  to  31st 
December,  1957.

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In  1957  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified  numbered  107  (LI  per 
1,000)  as  against  ninety  seven  (1.01  per  1,000)  in  1956,  The  peak  year  was  1950 
with  203  (2,. 09  per  1,000)  new  cases  notified  and  the  incidence  in  subsequent  years 
represents  a fall  of  4,4%  in  1951,  34.8%  in  1952,  36.4%  in  1953,  41.3%  in  1954, 
43.8%  in  1955,  52.2%  in  1956  and  47.2%  in  1957  when  compared  with  the  figure 
for  1950 » 


The  Mortality  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  1957  was  0.24  per  1,000  of 
population  and  compares  with  the  rate  of  0.30  in  1956, 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  trends  in  this  disease  remain  heartening  but  I 
would  reiterate  two  facts  which  must  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering  these 
trends  so  that  we  do  not  become  complacent  or  let  up  on  measures  against  the 
disease. 


The  points  are:- 

1.  Although  we  have  experienced  a dramatic  fall  in  new  cases  the  number  still 
remains  above  that  for  1938  which  at  ninety  two  cases  was  the  lowest  on 
record. 

2.  With  the  increase  in  new  cases  which  there  has  been  during  the  war  and 
post-war  years  and  the  decrease  in  mortality  due  to  improved  treatment 
the  reservoir'  of  known  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  within  the 
Burgh  has  increased  from  326  (3.5  per  1,000)  in  1939  to  990  (10.3  per 
1,000)  in  1957,  This  is  illustrated  by  the  following  figures:  -

The  following  are  some  of  the  other  facts  which  emerge  on  reviewing  the 
position  of  Tuberculosis  within  the  Burgh, 
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Treatment  = 

The  most  disturbing  feature  at  the  end  of  1950  was  the  size  of  the 
waiting  list  for  in-patient  treatment  and  the  length  of  time  many  had  to  wait 
before  admission.  At  the  end  of  1950  there  were  sixty  nine  persons  awaiting 
admission  and  forty  eight  had  been  waiting  more  than  six  months.  This  was  not 
the  largest  number  for  at  the  end  of  1951,  eighty  one  persons  were  awaiting 
admission,  but  by  31st  December  1952  the  waiting  list  had  been  reduced  to  the 
comparatively  low  figure  of  thirty  and  ten  had  been  waiting  more  than  six 
months.  Since  then  there  has  been  year  by  year,  an  improving  situation  and  at 
the  end  of  1957,  no  cases  were  awaiting  admission  because  of  lack  of  beds. 


Rehousing  of  Tuberculous  Famnlies  - 

The  Town  Council  have  always  recognised  the  value  of  the  proper  housing 
of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  not  only  in  so  far  as  it  benefits  the 
patient,  but  also  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  to  other  members  of 
the  family  and  to  the  community.  To  exert  its  maximum  effect  rehousing  of 
tuberculous  families  into  suitable  houses  must  be  carried  out  at  the  moment 
the  disease  is  diagnosed.  This  is  an  ideal  which  has  not  been  possible  in 
the  post-war  years  but  great  help  has  been  given  and  the  undernoted  figures 
show  the  progress  which  has  been  made.

B.C.G,  Vaccination  - 1 

Up  until  the  beginning  of  1952  B.C.G.  Vaccination  had  been  applied  to 
Nurses  and  Contacts  only.  During  1952  the  Town  Council's  scheme  for  the 
vaccination  with  BX.G.  of  children  approaching  school  leaving  age  was  put 
into  operation  and  in  1957  this  was  continued.

CHIROPODY  - 

The  following  proposal  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  amend  their  Scheme 
under  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act  1947  was  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  on  14th  April,  1955  - 

‘It  is  proposed  to  operate  a Scheme  for  the  provision  of  a Chiropody 

Service  as  follows: - 

(a)  The  services  of  a Chiropodist  will  be  available  in  the  first  instance 
only  to  persons  of  pensionable  age  who  are  not  engaged  in  remunerative 
worn,  and  who  are  certified  by  a medical  practitioner  to  be  in  need 
of  treatment  otherwise  than  by  reason  of  a patholcgical  condition; 

(b)  A Chiropodist  will  be  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  with  the  grading  of  ‘Senior  Chiropodist’  and  additional 
Chiropodists  will  be  appointed  as  the  need  arises. 

and  (c)  Suitable  premises  will  be  obtained  far  the  establishment  of  a clinic 
and  equipment  and  dressings  will  be  furnished’. 

The  Chiropody  Clinic  was  opened  in  the  Town  Hall  on  6th  September,  1955,  with 
one  Chiropodist,  and  during  1957  the  number  was  increased  to  four.  The  following 
patients  were  examined  and  treated  in  the  year.

The  Chief  Chiropodist  reports  generally  on  the  Service  as  follows:- 

'During  the  year,  thirty  eight  deaths  were  reported  to  us  and  three 
patients  were  transferred  to  the  County  Chiropaedic  Service.  The  admission  of 
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new  patients  remains  steady  and  the  average  daily  attendance  is  satisfactory, 
each  patient  attending  every  eight  or  ten  weeks,,  according  to  the  severity  of 
their  conditions.  Females  continued  to  exceed  the  males,  the  ratio  being 
about  3 - 1® 

The  domiciliary  service  is  increasing  and  now  requires  three  visiting 
days  per  week,  this  being  the  maximum  possible  at  present.  Visits  are  now 
being  made  to  patients  at  Stanely  House  and  the  Royal  Alexandra  Infirmary 
Annexe,  Part  III  at  Craw  Road,  The  condition  of  the  patients  in  Stanely 
House  from  the  chiropaedic  aspect  is  very  satisfactory  and  one  visit  per 
month  has  been  found  sufficient.  Conditions  at  Craw  Road  were  somewhat 
different  and  the  need  for  skilled  treatment  was  urgent.  The  situation  has 
been  brought  under  control  and  one  visit  per  week  is  now  being  made,  Owing  to 
the  nomadic  habits  of  some  of  the  residents  it  is  not  always  possible  to  give 
them  follow-up  treatment. 

Several  interesting  nail  conditions  were  encountered  and  some  of  these 
have  been  retained. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  average  patient  in  the  Clinic  is  very 
good  and  only  one  patient  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Malnutrition,  She  was 
referred  to  her  General  Practitioner, 

Foot  hygiene  remains  satisfactory  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
great  hardship  amongst  the  patients.  The  standard  of  old  age  pensioners  in 
Paisley  appears  to  be  much  higher  than  elsewhere  in  Scotland  and  they  show  a 
marked  independence” 0 
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MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  provision  of  training  and  occupation  for  mental  defectives  under  Section 
51  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act  1947  has  been  delegated  to  the 
Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  (Paisley  and  District),  The  Association 
maintains  two  Occupation  Centres „ one  for  males  and  one  for  females  and  during 
1957  the  average  attendance  was  twenty  two  males  and  twelve  females.  Three 
instructors  and  one  instructress  were  employed  at  these  centres  during  the  year 
and  in  addition  one  visitor/instructress  was  employed  for  the  home  bound  cases  who 
numbered  forty  nine  (twenty  one  males  and  twenty  eight  females). 

For  the  purposes  of  Section  27  of  the  Act  the  Local  Health  Authority 
co-operate  with  the  Association  in  the  After-care  of  Mental  Defectives, 

During  1957,  139  cases  of  mental  illness  were  admitted  to  hospital,  forty  six 
of  whom  were  certified. 

Also  during  the  year  six  cases  (two  males  and  four  females)  of  mental 
deficiency  were  certified  and  six  cases  (three  males  and  three  females)  were 
admitted  to  an  Institution, 

It  was  not  necessary  to  re-certify  any  defectives  attaining  the  age  of 
sixteen  years.  No  cases  were  placed  under  guardianship. 

During  the  year  there  continued  to  be  difficulty  in  getting  certified  mental 
defectives  admitted  to  suitable  Institutions,  The  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year  numbered  ten  (six  males  and  four  females)  and  the  average  waiting  period  of 
these  cases  was  thirty  months.

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WORK  UNDER  NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS8  REGULATION  ACT  1948 


The  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders'  Regulation  Act  1948  came  into  operation  on 
30th  July,  1948*  This  Act  empowers  Local  Health  Authorities  to  supervise 
(i)  Nurseries  where  children  up  to  school  age  are  looked  after  for  a day  or  for 
longer  periods  not  exceeding  six  days  and  (ii)  persons,  who  for  reward,  undertake 
the  care  of  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  for  similar  periods. 

At  the  end  of  1957  no  applications  for  registration  had  been  made  to  the 
Town  Council.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

On  16th  March  1949,  the  Town  Council  became  the  agents  of  Renfrew  County 
Education  Committee  for  the  routine  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  within  the 
Burgh  and  this  they  do  by  employing  medical,  nursing  and  clerical  staff  specifically 
appointed  for  these  duties.  During  1957,  the  agreed  arrangements  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily,  and  Table  25  of  the  Statistical  Appendix  contains  some 
facts  on  the  work  carried  out  during  the  school  session  1956-57  within  the  Burgh 
of  Paisley* 
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WORK  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  the  Town  Council 
are  required  to  provide  accommodation  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  within  their  area 
who  cannot  be  adequately  looked  after  either  in  their  own  homes  or  by  relatives. 
In  June  1951,  Speirsfield  House  was  opened  as  an  Old  People’s  Home  and  in  April 
1957.  Stanely  House  was  opened  to  implement  this  accommodation

Under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  power  is  given  to  local 
authorities  to  remove  to  suitable  premises  for  care  and  attention  any  persons  who 
are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases  or  being  aged  infirm  or  physically 
incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are  unable  to  devote  to 
themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention 
Although  several  old  people  in  such  circumstances  were  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  during  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  invoke  the  Act  in  only  one 
case  as  all  other  cases  were  dealt  with  by  persuasion  and  material  help  from  the 
Sanitary,  Welfare  and  Public  Health  Departments  and  accepted  care  and  attention 
voluntarily. 
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Another  provision  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  is  the  power  it  gives  to 
local  authorities  to  care  for  and  protect  the  property  of  persons  admitted  to 
hospitals  or  other  institutions.  During  1957,  seven  cases  were  dealt  with. 

Seventeen  burials  of  persons  who  had  no  relatives  willing  and  able  to  bury 
them  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  1957  in  order  to  supplement  the  basic  work  in  health  education  carried 
out  by  each  member  of  the  Health  Department  in  his  or  her  day-to-day  work,  talks 
and  film  shows  were  given  to  small  groups  of  selected  audiences. 

In  addition  leaflets  have  been  distributed  at  Clinics  and  on  the  'district' 
and  posters  exhibited.  The  Clinic  at  20  Barscube  Terrace  has  an  ideal  window  for 
health  features  on  specific  subjects  and  the  health  visitors  working  there  have 
been  enthusiastic  and  produced  many  excellent  displays. 

In  this  field  of  Health  Education  the  ever  ready  help  of  the  Scottish  Council 
for  Health  Education  must  be  acknowledged.
